On Tax Cut 
County Is Debating 
Survey's Estimate 


A repo rt that Pettis Co unty residents 
co uld po ssibly receiv e a sev en cent tax rate 
cut fo r 1971 and still allo w their co unty 
go v ernment to o perate o n a cash basis has 
pro mpted do ubtful and negativ e replies 
fro m bo th J im Green, presiding judge o f 
the Pettis Co unty Co urt, and Mrs. Mary 
J ane Wilso n, co unty clerk. 
The repo rt, issued Thursday by the 
Misso uri Public Ex penditure Surv ey , states 
that Pettis Co unty is o ne o f 24 Misso uri 
co unties which has sufficient funds left 
o v er fro m prev io us y ears’ tax atio n to allo w 
tax pay ers to receiv e tax rate cutbacks this 
y ear. 
Acco rding to the surv ey , tax pay ers in the 
24 co unties will pay $1.4 millio n in 
unnecessarily lev ied co unty pro perty tax es 
this y ear, unless these co unties lo wer in the 
nex t few weeks the tentativ e tax rates 
placed in their budgets last J anuary and 
February . 
The go v ernmental research o rganizatio n 
said that the amo unt by which the tentativ e 
rates can be lo wered ranges fro m three 
cents to 46 cents per $100 v aluatio n, and 
av erages 12 cents. 
Co unties in this area repo rtedly eligible 
fo r tax rate reductio ns are Pettis, sev en 
cents per $100 v aluatio n; J o hnso n and 
Saline, bo th with 11 cents; Lafay ette, 29 
cents; and Bento n, 46 cents. 
The co unties are in a po sitio n to lo wer 
their tentativ e tax rates because “each is 
maintaining a larger cash balance in its 
general fund than needed to o perate o n a 
cash basis.” 
Acco rding to the surv ey , Pettis Co unty 
had uno bligated surplus funds amo unting 
to $35 7 ,5 41 as o f J an. 1, 197 1, which co uld 
be carried o v er fro m 1970 and 1971 fo r the 
co unty to o perate o n during the first part o f 
the y ear. 


Mrs. Wilso n agreed that $35 7 ,5 41 was the 
amo unt o f the prio r y ears’ rev enue which is 
av ailable fo r this y ear’s ex penditures, but 
said that the figure is no t truly a “ surplus” 
in the co unty . 
She said that the mo ney is part o f 
$7 8 9,299.92 estimated by the co unty as to tal 
rev enue fro m all so urces fo r 1971. Fro m 
this figure, the to tal appro v ed ex penditures 
fo r 197 1, amo unting to $5 8 9,909.29, must be 
subtracted, she said. When this is do ne, an 
unappro priated 
balance o f $199,390.63 
sho ws up fo r 197 1, acco rding to Mrs. 
Wilso n. She po inted o ut that this “ surplus” 
is o nly a little o v er half o f the amo unt 
suggested by the surv ey . 
Bo th Green and Mrs. Wilso n stated that 
the co unty is required by law to maintain 
fiv e per cent o f its to tal tax rev enue in 
abey ance as an emergency fund. The, 
emergency fund fo r this y ear amo unts to 
$39,5 98 .61, acco rding to Mrs. Wilso n. 
Neither Mrs. Wilso n no r Green co uld 
definitely state whether this fiv e per cent 
figure had been taken into co nsideratio n as 
part o f the appro v ed ex penditures fo r 197 1. 
Acco rding to Mrs. Wilso n, it is entirely 
po ssible that the $39,5 98 .61 sho uld be 
subtracted 
fro m 
the 
unappro priated 
balance fo r 197 1, leav ing the co unty with a 
$15 9,8 01.02 “ surplus” instead o f o v er twice 
that much, as suggested by the surv ey . 
When asked abo ut the remaining funds, 
which indeed seem to be a “ surplus,” Mrs. 
Wilso n replied that she tho ught the mo ney 
was needed since the co unty “ is in dire 
need o f a place fo r dumping.” 
Green replied to the same questio n by 
say ing that the co unty is usually do wn to 
$35 ,000 to $40,000 by the time rev enue 
starts co ming in the fall. He added, “ If it 
do esn’t rain, we might no t get any rev enue 
this fall.” 


Local Presbyterians 
Question Davis Fund 


The 
go v erning 
bo dy 
o f 
Bro adway 
Presby terian Church Wednesday ev ening 
questio ned the “ pro priety ” o f the $10,000 
grant to the Angela Dav is Defense Fund 
giv en by the deno minatio n’s natio nal 
Co uncil o n Church and Race. 
The mo ney fo r the black militant, who 
has been charged in a Califo rnia murder 
co nspiracy case, was appro v ed by the 
co uncil in May . Miss Dav is, a fo rmer 
philo so phy instructo r at the Univ ersity o f 
Califo rnia in Lo s Angeles, faces trial in 
co nnectio n with a sho o ting in which a 
judge and three o thers were killed. 
The Sedalia church’s actio n is o ne o f 
numero us instances o f disappro v al o f the 
grant acro ss the co untry . 


The natio nal headquarters o f the United 
Presby terian Church in Philadelphia has 
receiv ed tho usands o f letters pro testing the 


grant, acco rding to an Asso ciated Press 
repo rt. 
The 18 -member go v erning sessio n o f the 
lo cal 
church 
issued 
the 
fo llo wing 
statement:

acco rdance with its intended purpo se.” 
In the wake o f the co ntro v ersy , black 
pasto rs in the deno minatio n re-imbursed 
the $10,000 grant to the natio nal co uncil. 


America Gives 'No' 
To Enemy's Proposal 


PARIS (AP) 
The United States said 
to day the Viet Co ng pro po sal fo r a U S 
tro o p withdrawal by the end o f the y ear in 
ex change fo r the release o f war priso ners is 
unacceptable in its present fo rm. 
In their prepared speeches at the Paris 
peace talks, the Co mmunist delegates 
made no direct reply to the U.S. stand. But 
the No rth Vietnamese said the plan o ffers 
an o ppo rtunity to the United States to get 
o ut o f Vietnam with safety and ho no r. 
The Viet Co ng reiterated its po sitio n that 
the so o ner U.S. fo rces withdraw, the 
so o ner the priso ners o f war can return to 
their families. 
Ambassado r Dav id K. E. Bruce co m­ 
mented 
that 
the 
Viet 
Co ng 
plan 
present last Thursday has “ so me new 
elements’’ that the United States and So uth 
Vietnam 
want 
to 
ex plo re with 
the 
Co mmunists. 
Bruce suggested that the 121st sessio n o f 
the talks nex t Thursday be restricted—that 
is mainly secret—“ free fro m the glare o f 
publicity and witho ut the need to make 
public statements ex cept to the degree we 
mutually agree upo n.” 
At the end o f the meeting, Bruce to ld 
newsmen that he go t a “ decided no ” to his 
pro po sal fo r a restricted meeting, adding; 
“ I think they wish to co ntinue to use these 
plenary sessio ns as a fo rm o f pro pa­ 
ganda.” 
Mrs. Nguy en Thi Binh o f the Viet Co ng 
said 
o n 
leav ing the 
meeting; 
“ The 
American delegate tried to use the 
questio n o f the nature o f the meetings to 
ev ade the imperativ e demands o f the 
peo ple o f Vietnam, the United States and 
the wo rld.” 
Hano i’s 
ambassado r, 
Xuan 
Thuy , 
co mmented after the meeting that the U.S. 
delegate “ refused to giv e a serio us re­ 
spo nse” to the Viet Co ng peace plan. He 
said the American delegate was try ing to 
deceiv e public o pinio n and blo ck pro gress 
at the co nference by refusing to set a date 
fo r withdrawal o f U.S. fo rces. 
Bo th Bruce and So uth Vietnamese 
Pham Dang Lam said a week-lo ng 
analy sis o f the peace package did no t sho w 
changes in the basic Co mmunist demands. 
But Bruce said that if the pro po sals mean 
Hano i and the Viet Co ng are ready fo r 
serio us nego tiatio ns, this is welco me. 
Bruce said the demands fo r withdrawal 
o f all U.S. and o ther no n-Vietnamese 
fo rces by the end o f the y ear “ are so 
sweeping and catego rical in nature that we 
canno t po ssibly accept y o ur arbitrary 
determinatio n that they must be agreed to 
by us witho ut any discussio n o r nego tiatio n 
upo n them.” 
In demanding the U.S. tro o p withdrawal, 
the Viet Co ng said this must be do ne 
“ witho ut 
po sing 
any 
co nditio n 
whatso ev er.” 
Bruce said tne Co mmunist “ o ffer to 
‘agree 
o n 
the 
mo dalities’ 
o f 
safe 
withdrawal and release o f priso ners after a 
date fo r withdrawal has been named is 
unclear and may be merely a v ariatio n o f 
y o ur prev io us statement that the parties 
‘will engage at o nce in discussio n’ o n these 
questio ns, no t necessarily co mmitting y o u 
to the co urse o f actio n implied this po int, 
as well as o thers y o u hav e presented, 
requires clarificatio n. 
“ On the priso ners o f war issue itself,” 
Bruce co ntinued, “ we no te that y o u do no t 
deal with the release o f tho se priso ners 
captured by y o ur fo rces o r fo rces under 
y o ur co ntro l in Lao s and Cambo dia. We 
co ntinue to ho ld y o u respo nsible fo r the 
release o f these men and fo r the pro v isio n 
o f whatev er info rmatio n y o u hav e o n all o f 
o ur men captured and missing in 
actio n 
thro ugho ut 
Indo china.” 
Bruce said that ex aminatio n o f the Viet 
Co ng plan “ makes it ev ident that questio ns 
arising fro m their co ntents necessitate 
serio us nego tiatio n between all parties 
co ncerned. We will wish to ex plo re them 
further with y o u and in subsequent

U.S.S R., and which will co ntinue to use 
with impunity the

(Cambo dian) territo ries to this effect*^” 


Renew SALT Talks

HELSINKI (AP) — The fifth ro und o f 
the strategic arms limitatio n talks — 
SALT — between the So v iet Unio n and the 
United States go t o ff to a go o d start 
to day , co nference so urces repo rted. 
They said the o pening sessio n at the 
So v iet 
Embassy 
indicated 
“ stro ng, 
po sitiv e agreement to get ahead” and that 
bo th sides “ seemed anx io us to make 
pro gress o n the basis o f the May 20 
anno uncement by bo th go v ernments.” 
The May 20 anno uncement said the 
two nuclear po wers had reached an 
understanding to co ncentrate this y ear o n 
limiting 
deplo y ment 
o f 
antiballistic 
missiles—ABM—and also to agree o n 
measures to limit o ffensiv e strategic 
weapo ns. 
The first full sessio n lasted abo ut an ho ur 
and there was then an info rmal sessio n o f 
abo ut 45 minutes. The nex t full meeting 
was set fo r Tuesday at the American 
Embassy and there was agreement that 
technical wo rking gro ups wo uld be set up. 
The first meeting began with general 
statements 
by 
Gerard 
Smith, 
chief 
nego tiato r fo r the United States, and 
Deputy Fo reign Minister Vladimir Seme 
no v , head o f the So v iet delegatio n. Bo th 
said

Since the SALT nego tiatio ns started in 
No v ember 1969, the So v iet Unio n had 
insisted that agreement be reached first o n 
ABMs while the United States wanted 
simultaneo us agreement o n bo th o ffensiv e 
and defensiv e weapo ns. 
No w they hav e reached an understanding 
that

agreement to limit ABMs, they will agree 
o n certain measures with respect to the 
limitatio n o f o ffensiv e strategic weapo ns.” 
Semeno v said o n arriv al that 
his 
delegatio n 
had 
receiv ed 
“ clearcut 
guidelines to wwk co nstructiv ely alo ng 
these lines seeking to achiev e co ncrete re- 
S'llU.” 
Smith said the May 20 anno uncement by 
President 
Nix o n 
and 
the 
So v iet 
go v ernment “ pro v ides a framewo rk within 
which we ho pe that the nego tiatio ns can 
be pursued mo re intensiv ely to translate 
the understanding reached at the highest 
lev els o f bo th go v ernments into co ncrete 
agreement.” 
While the agreement eased a lo ng 
deadlo ck in the talks, the n^o tiatio ns to 
translate it into a co ncrete pact are 
ex pected to be lo ng and intense. But the 
agreement has already giv en the current 
sessio n a mo re o ptimistic to ne, and Smith 
said the American delegatio n returned to 
the talks “ with a renewed sense o f 
purpo se.”

Fluoridation Debate 
Renewed in Session 


Fluo ridatio n o f Sedalia’s water supply , 
center o f a co ntro v ersy 20 y ears ago , was 
urged by lo cal dentists at a meeting o f the 
Sedalia Water Bo ard Wednesday night. 
Members o f the Sedalia Dental So ciety 
asked the bo ard to giv e serio us study to 
plans fo r adding the chemical, which 
reduces to o th decay , to the city ’s water. 


Bo ard chairman Herb Tay lo r no ted that 
Bo o nv ille installed a fluo ridatio n sy stem at 
a co st o f $1.03 per millio n gallo ns fo r the 
chemical and no elpense at all to 
co nsumers. The water department in that 
city put the pro gram into effect witho ut a 
public v o te and met o nly small o ppo sitio n, 
he said. 


Dr. B. E. Cline recalled that attempts to 
giv e Sedalia fluo ridated water in the late 
1940’s and early 195 0’s were rebuffed at the 
po lls with the Chamber o f Co mmerce 
pro v iding the main o ppo sitio n. 


Fluo ridatio n was a key issue durii^ the 
“ red scare” o f the 19S0’s, with so me 
p eo p le 
v iewing it as a Co mmunist plo t to po iso n 
America’s drinking water. 


Dr. Cline stated that to day ev ery 
legitimate 
U.S. 
medical 
and 
dental 
asso ciatio n fav o rs fluo ridatio n as an 
acceptable health safeguard. He also n o ted 


that all federal installatio ns and military 
bases require fluo ridated water supplies. 
Bo ard members agreed to inv estigate a 
fluo ridatio n pro gram, and the dentists 
o ffered studies o n the results o f similar 
pro grams in o ther cities. 
Besides Dr. Cline, o ther Dental So ciety 
members who addressed the bo ard were 
Dr. Leo nard Shackles, president. Dr. 
Ro nald Shuler and Dr. 0. J . Dumell. 
The bo ard rejected a request fro m Gene 
Chaplin, o wner o f Western View Elstates 
trailer park. West Main Street Ro ad, fo r a 
.city water line to be run to the edge o f that 
pro perty . The bo ard no ted that water lines 
must terminate in the center o f pro perty , 
and did no t believ e an ex ceptio n to the rule 
co uld be made. 
Chaplin 
said 
the 
State 
Health 
Department had warned that water in 
wells serv ing the trailer park might beco me 
co ntaminated if co nectiv e measures were 
no t taken. 
He said his co mpany did no t hav e eno ugh 
mo ney at present to impro v e the wells o r 
pay fo r a water line to nin to the center o f 
the park. Tay lo r had no ted that co st o f a 
line to the center wo uld be abo ut 
$10,000.

Education Plan Works 
Inmates Plan To Get Degrees

program at Missouri’s Algoa 
Intermediate Reformatory near 
Jefferson City is being guided 
by two professors from the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri’s 
Rolla 
campus, Dr. David Hentzel and 
Robert Greene. Hentzel teaches 
courses 
in 
economics 
and 
Greene instructs in English 
courses. 
Since 80 per cent of crimes 
today are being committed by 
persons 25 years old or young­ 
er, Hentzel and reformatory su- 
pmntendent Ray French agree 
this is the age to readjust or 
redirect lives. 
“ If we don’t,” Hentzel said, 
“ they will be seven miles down 
the road. ...” referring to the 
nearby main prison 
This reporter picked four in- 
mate-college students at ran­ 
dom to get reactions to the pro-

gram. Three of the four plan to 
go on and get a degree when 
they get out The fourth said he 
was more interested in voca­ 
tional 
training- but 
got 
to 
thinking about education be­ 
cause of the college course he 
is enrolled in. 
“ I go up for parole soon.” 
said one of the four-a stocky 
youth who had two years of col­ 
lege before being sentenced 
seven months ago. "The big­ 
gest part of my parole plan is 
going back to school 
I real­ 
ly want my degree now 
Another, who had only a high 
school education when he came 
to Algoa nine months ago. said 
he hoped to study journalism 
He said he “ hated English with 
a passion” in high school, but 
the college course has given 
him new insight He loves to 
read and wants to write, 
“ I blew a pretty good trum 
pet before - I mean I was work 
ing as a musician. ” he said ‘‘I 
hope maybe I can get a job 
with a good group and earn 
money to go on to college when 
I get out of here in October I'd 
like to learn more about music, 
too -you know, theory and all 
that 
. .” 


“ I think a man ought to do 
what he likes ‘cause he won't 
do good unless he likes his 
work,” was the opinion of the 
one who does not plan to go on 
to college. He has served a 
year and a half at Algoa and 
will be released in October 
"I like machinery 
diesel 
machinery 
especially and 
I 
want to go to a vocational re­ 
habilitation school and learn 
more about them 
The fourth and the most 
viK'al of the group 
had 15 col­ 
lege credit hours before going 
to Algoa a year ago He is far 
ing a second two-year term 
when he finishes the present 
one. but sp<’aks optimistically 
about his hopes to become a so­ 
cial worker

He said he thinks too much 
time is spent trying to figure 
out why a crime was com­ 
mitted and too little in picking 
up from the now to a future for 
the convicted man. 
“ Once you get in trouble, ev­ 
eryone tries to figure out why— 
they want you to give account,” 
he said He hopes to be the 
type of social worker who can 
find a solution, not a reason 
“ Student reaction has been 
tremendous.” Hentzel said of 
the over-all program as well as 
the 39 Algoa college cnrollees

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have a 
constipation problem 
I was 
advised to drink two bottles of 
beer every night before retiring. 
I started this a number of years 
ago and it helped. Is there any 
harm in this? Will it cause 
cancer? 
Dear Reader — 
I don’t 
usually recommend the regular 
use of alcohol. However, there 
are certain medical indications 
for it. If two bottles of beer at 
night 
have 
relieved 
your 
constipation, that is better than 
becoming a slave to the laxative 
habit. Beer should not replace 
developing a good bowel habit 
and a proper diet. It also has 
lots of calories. Perhaps this is 
no problem to you but for some 
people it is. Beer does not cause 
cancer. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Is it 
possible for a rather fat young 
lady to carry a baby for nine 
whole months and not know of 
her condition until labor pains 
start and she goes to the 
hospital emergency room to 


find out what is wrong and the 
doctor tells her she is about to 
have a baby‘s She is 16 
Dear Reader — Yes. I’ve 
seen it happen in some young 
girls not so fat 
Often the 
periods are not regular early in 
life and. if the girl isn’t properly 
informed, it can be quite a 
shock 
for 
all 
concerned, 
particularly the poor girl 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 67 
years old Every night I wake 
up with my head and neck 
soaking wet with perspiration

Underwood said there is a 
disturbing mood toward the 
military. 


“ It’s not that we think the 
American Army should be im­ 
mune from the kind of healthy 
criticism that purified and typi 
fies democracy," Underwood 
said. “ But we are concerned 
that this rather unwholesome 
and uncharitable anti-military 
trend, 
if 
it 
continues 
long 
enough unchecked, could even­ 
tually undermine the very in­ 
centives for national military 
service in this country . ” 


Underwood said if this hap­ 
pens a priceless national asset 
will go down the drain and the 
country 
will 
indeed 
be 
in 
trouble. 


He said the two keys to an 
all-volunteer Army are money 
and an improved public atti­ 
tude.

WASHINGTON - The Army , to its 
credit, has mov ed quietly to head off what 
might hav e becom e another m ajor arm s 
procurem ent scandal. Here are the behind- 
the-scenes details; 
Since 
19 51, 
the 
giant 
Sperry Rand 
corporation 
has 
been 
operating 
the 
Louisiana Army Amm unition Plant at 
Shrev eport where an assortm ent of bullets 
and shells are produced. 


For y ears, the company , like many 
Pentagon contractors, had what ev ery 
businessman*dreams of; a deal on which it 
couldn’t lose. The Army paid the company 
back whatev er it cost to produce the 
am m unition, plus a percentage profit. 


In addition, the Army paid the company 
v ary ing am ounts of money as so-called 
“ aw ards,” which aren’t really awards but 
rewards for doing a good job. Between 19 51 
and the end of last y ear, the company 
cleared about $18 million on the contract. 


But a 
series of docum ents in our 
possession indicate that by the middle of 
last y ear, Sperry Rand had fallen into 
slq>py habits. Job safety had become a 
problem , cost ov erruns were cropping up 
and the company was unable to keep track 
of the gov ernment-owned equipm ent it was 
using. 


For ex am ple, a letter from an Army 
contracting officer to Sperry R and’s plant 
m anager last June contains this blunt 
statem ent: “ I hav e come to the conclusion 
that y ou do not hav e adequate control of 
property .” 


The letter dem anded that the company 
“ purify 
y our 
records 
of 
all 
missing 
docum ents ” This is hardly the normal 
tone of m ilitary letters to contractors. 


The same m onth, a m em o was sent to 
the 
Army 
am m unition 
procurem ent 
headquarters at Joliet, III., by Col. Jerry 
Cochran, the contracting officer at the 
Shrev eport 
plant. 
The 
subject: 
cost 
ov erruns. 


“ I hav e adv ised the operating contractor 
of the ex trem e difficulty of obtaining 
additional funds for cost ov erruns,” the 


letter said. “ The contractor is aware that 
the 
contracting 
officer’s 
approv al 
is 
necessary .” 
M eanwhile, safety was becoming a m ore 
serious problem . A rev iew of last y ear’s 
safety .record at the Shrev eport facility 
prom pted Cochran to w rite the plant 
manager about it. 


“ Louisiana Army Am munition Plant had 
the largest num ber of disabling injuries of 
all plants in the W estern Div ision and was 
the only plant that had a fatality during this 
period,” Cochran said. 
An 
audit 
last 
D ecem ber 
further 
buttressed the charge that Sperry Rand 
was not keeping track of equipm ent. 
“ C ontractor’s m anagem ent has not been 
able to prov ide for their own use or for 
concerned gov ernm ent officials current 
inform ation required for sound inv entory 
m anagem ent.” 


We spoke to Col. Donald P orter of the 
am m unition procurem ent headquarters at 
Joliet about the problem s at Shrev eport. 
He adm itted there had been cost ov erruns 
but he said there had also been sev eral 
underruns. 


Asked if there was any way the company 
could lose money on the contract on its 
basis, he acknowledged: “ Not hardly .” 
Porter 
ex plained, 
howev er, 
that 
the 
situation had been “ the subject of a special 
inv estigation.” 


The 
result, 
he 
said, was that the 
company had m ade sev eral changes in its 
procedures to elim inate the problem s. 
M oreov er, was agreed that the contract for 
some 
of 
the 
am m unition 
would 
be 
switched to a fix ed price basis.

Citizens seeking 
an env ironm ental im pact statem ent on the 
proposed 
P alm dale 
Intercontinental 
Airport outside Los Angeles were told the 
standard fee is 50 cents a page. For the 115- 
page statem ent, this comes to $57 .50 — 
plus a stiff ex tra charge if the citizen also 
wants the accompany ing maps. 


Press Subsidy — The National Science 
Foundation, a federal agency with a $6 20 
million budget, has shelled out $200,000 to 
bail out the financially troubled Science 
Serv ice. 
This 
is 
a 
priv ate, 
nonprofit 
organization 
whose 
chief 
activ ity 
is 
publishing a reputable and prov ocativ e 
magazine called Science News. The agency 
subsidized the magazine, according to NSF 
officer Dr. Albert R osenthal, to increase 
public

The 
question 
was 
raised 
w hether 
the 
gov ernm ent should subsidize the press, 
said Rosenthal, but “ the larger public 
interest” 
took 
precedence. 
Concurred 
Science News editor E. G. Sherburne, Jr.: 
“ T here’s nothing in the grant that would 
dictate editorial policy .”

Just as the Lowes’ rodeo has 
noted a growth in recent years, 
so have rodeo num bers in the 
state of Missouri during the last 
six years. Today there are 17 
more rodeo events held in the 
state each year than there were 
in 1966. 


This year’s rodeo is being 
sanctioned by the United Rodeo 
Association 
and 
will 
offer 
nearly $3,500 in prize money to 
the top finishers in each class.

Wants Strong

WASHINGTON (AP) - Curt 
KI'MkI. the controversial out­ 
fielder who sued baseball for 
$3 1 million, has asked the Su­ 
preme C'ourt to invalidate the 
sport s reserve clause. 


In a bnef filed by his attor­ 
neys. 
Flood 
said 
organized 
baseball has violated the anti­ 
trust laws with its reserve sys­ 
tem. which binds a player to 
one club for life unless he is 
traded or sold 
It needs no argument to 
demonstrate 
that 
organized 
baseball is now interstate com­ 
merce. ” said Flood’s law7 ers in 
argument against baseball’s ex­ 
emption from antitrust laws. 
They said the Supreme Court 
had ruled against other profes­ 
sional sports in that area. 
“ No reason exists why base­ 
ball should be treated differ­ 
ently, ” they said. 
Flood was represented by Ar­ 
thur J. Goldberg, former Su­ 
preme Court Justice and Am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
and Jay H. Topkis of New York 
City. 
The 33-year-old Flood, now 
believed to be living in Spain, 
played baseball for 12 years 
with the St. Louis Cardinals 
and was considered one of the 
best outfielders in the business. 
His 
suit 
against 
baseball 
came in 1970 when he refused 
to report to the Philadelphia 
Phillies after he was traded by 
the Cardinals. He sat out one 
year, living in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, but was lured out of 
retirement by Washington Sen­ 
ators owner Bob Short with a 
contract calling for $115,000. 
But on April 27, Flood unex­ 
pectedly left the Senators.
